HOOKEY, 

The hockey season which has just 
been brought to a successful close, 
was productive of the best hockey- 
seen in the Intercollegiate in many 
years. Owing to the mild weather 
anil consequent lack of ice, practices 
were impossible until the end of De- 
cember aad it was therefore rather 
difficult to make any forecasts as to 
the probable resting-place of the cup. 
However, Queen's Toronto and McGill 
had strong squads of candidates do- 
ing gym, work, while Laval and Ot- 
tawa College gave promise of im- 
provement over the form displayed by 
them in former years. Any prophe- 
cies that were made on the final 
result of the race favored Varsity or 
Queen's ; McGill being completely 
overlooked by the dopesters; while 
Ottawa and I, aval were not consider- 
ed dangerous. Nevertheless, by vir- 
tue of the excellent coaching »hcy 
received and the superior aggressive- 
ness and team work shown by the 
wearers of the lied and White the 
dope Was upset and another Hockey 
Championship was placed to the 
credit of Old McGill. 

McGill began the season with a 
trip to the States and the. condition 
and experience acquired in the three 
games played contributed largely to 
the success of the team in the Inter- 



collegiate. The lace in the major 
section was close and exciting anil 
the result was in doubt until the last 
game had been played; although af- 
ter the fust two games it resolved 
itself into a struggle between Var- 
sity and McGill, in which the form- 
er put up a game fight against their 
more finished opponents. In the 
minor section Ottawa College easily 
defeated I.aval only to be overwhelm- 
ed by Met i ill in the play-off. 

The first game of the season was 
playëd by MeGill on the American 
tour, the Boston Intercolonial go- 
ing down to hefeat In overtime ; the 
score being -l to 2. Too much 
credit cannot be given to the Red 
. and White team for the remarkable 
showing made in this game against 
what was considered to be the 
strongest seven in the States. They 
stepped on the ice together for the 
first time in the year and succeeded 
in defeating a team that had had a 
month's practice. From llostoit the 
team journeyed to New York where 
on the day follow!*: they defeated 
the Crescents of that city by 4 to 3 
in a game replet" with hard check- 
ing and rough work. Returning to 
Boston the next day they doubled 
the score on the Boston A. A., the 
final count being 6 to 3. 

On .January 12th the opening fix- 
ture of the Intercollegiate took [dace 
in Montreal, McGill nosing out the 
Queen's team by one goal. In this 
game Queen's showed superior con- 
dition nnd combination, but the sen- 
sational individual efforts of the Mc- 
Gill team saved the day, the score 
of 3 to 2 representing the play. The 
result of the next game proved the 
greatest sur] t'.se of the season, Mc- 
Gill defeating Toronto Varsity in To- 
ronto by 12 goals to U). In this 
game McGill showed a complete re 
versai of form, working together with 
mnchine-like precision, and gradually 
wearing down the Blue Shirts who 
had secured an enormous lead, final- 
ly tieing the score. Tn the ten min- 
utes id overtime the Red anrt White 
added two goals while Varsity were 
unable to locate the nets, the game 
ending with McGill at the long enil 
of a 12 to 111 score.

The team made a short trip to the 
U.S.A. I" January, intending to 
meet two of the New York City Clubs 
and several of the big Eastern Col 
leges. Owing to various m sutider- 
standings, however, only the first 
two meets were pulled oil. McGill 
made a very good showing and some 
of their performances astonished the 
critics. Hodgson covered the 220 
yards in the phénoménal time of 2.211. 
This time has only been bettered once 
in America, Daniels, who has now 
retired, having done 2.21 on one oc- 
casion. Draper won the 50-yard with 
ease. Although beaten on both oc- 
casions in the relay the McGill team's 
time was 1 sec. better than the 
American Intercollegiate record. Sta- 
vert won the Long Plunge against 
N.Y.A.c. It is to be sincerely hoped 
that next year arrangements will be 
made for an extensive tour through 
the United Stati-s Colleges, so that 
a good comparison can be made. As 
Hodgson and McGill are Freshmen, 
Draper and Stavert, Sophomor.s, and 
McKay has another year in College, 
it can be easily seen that McGill'e 
chances in the next few years are ex- 
ceedingly bright.

People's Society on Tuesday even- 
ing was largely attended, and proved 
most enjoyable and interesting. Rev, 
Dr. Ambramovitch was in the chair. 
The first item on the programme was 
an interesting paper on Jewish colo- 
nization in North West Canada, read 
by Nathan It. Cohen, The chairman 
expressed his pleasure in introducing 
as lecturer Dr. l'errin, a processor 
from the greatest university in Ca- 
nada, which unlike her sister univer- 
sity in Ontario, was not afraid tu be 
associated witli .lews. He showed his 
appreciation of the fact that Dr.

impossible 'm a university conserva- 
torlum to exclude Jewish music. 

The lecturer traced the development 
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of Hebrew music from the earliest 
times.

Instruments three thousand years 
ago were divided into the same 
classes as at the present day, i.e., 
string, wind and percussion. The dif- 
ferent stereoptienn views were very 
interesting, and illustrated various 
musical instruments mentioned in the 
Scriptures, many of which were pe- 
culiar to other eastern nations such 
as Egypt and Assyria, among them 
were: the harp, which was always 
constructed without a supporting pil- 
lar in front, different kinds of horns 
and two kinds of cymbals nn men- 
tioned in Ps. 50. It is interesting to 
know that pipes very much after the 
same idea as the old Scotch bagpipe 
were used. 

The number of Jewish composers 
are many, we may mention Mcndlcs- 
sohn, Meyerbcrr, Rubensteln, Heller,' 
Goldmark and among the illustrators 
and executors Joachim Hertz, Ham- 
bourg, Donaldn and Jenny Lind. The 
most ancient music Is ol limited 
scope and while resembling the Gre- 
gorian chant still retains the essen- 
tials of the Jewish clinnt, which 
apart from the actual notes, depends 
on the ability of the sinner to add 
embellishments as was shown by Br. 
Pcrrin playing and singing one. No 
modem music is essentially Jewish, 
but Mendlessohn wus the first to 
write in u style distinctly different 
from anything before, and though 
not wholly Jewish in the second cho- 
rus of Elijah preceeded by duct 
"Lord bow Thine ear to our prayer," 
we find the same rhythm and tones 
used as in the ancient Yiddish chant 
this, the "Song of Victory," Heller 
and Temple scence from opora'VQueen 
of Sheba," Goldmark, were all played 
on the piano by Dr. l'errin as illus- 
trations of Jewish music. Miss Kvn 
Goldstein a pupil of the Conserva- 
toriuin sunn "Song of /ion," Wenn 
es doch Immcr so bliebc, Rubensteln, 
while Mr. Brant in playing Kol Nid- 
rein, Max Bruch, made one feel the 
depth and power of rhythm and ex- 
pression in Jewish music.

The work of teaching English to 
classes of foreigners, which was 
started in the fall and was supervis- 
ed by tin' Central Y. M. C. A., in- 
cluded 18 students during the first 
term, most of them Science men. 
Through unavoidable lack of over- 
sight it dwindled considerably during 
the winter. Three classes are now 
I in progress. 

The Northfield Student Conference 
last summer was attended by 13 Mc- 
Gill representatives. An Intercolle- 
giate Missionary Conference at Belle- 
ville included 1.1 McGill men, and the 
same number attended the Hoys' 
Work Conference at Sherbrooke. The 
Men's Missionary Congress in Mont- 
real, and visits from such men as A. 
G. Fraser of Ceylon, Dr. Jays of Af- 
rica, and Dr. Hall of Chicago have 
afforded opportunities for the stu- 
dents to hear many prominent speak- 
ers. 

The Association has continued its 
support of the work of Murray G. 
Brooks, 'OS, who is engaged in Y.M. 
C.A. work in Ceylon. Reports re-

MUST BE CHANCED 

Dean Moyse Gives Interview 
on New Fee 

Interviewed by the Daily ycsteiday, 
the Dean of Arts and Vice-Principal 
of the University commented on cer- 
tain features of the scheme for h 
universal fee to support all major 
undergraduate activities. 

Dean Moyse bad not heard of the 
details of the scheme and so was not 
prepared to make any sweeping or 
committal statement on the marier. 
On one point, however, he felt very 
strongly- that the Union is not as 
great an asset to the Universit; as 
it. should be, and that its ten. >ncy 
to become a club is certainly preju- 
dicial to the best interests of the stu- 
dent body. Dean Moyse felt that the 
strongest nrgumcnt in favor of the 
universal fee would be its effect on 
the Union. By making every under- 
graduate a member of the Union, it 
would ensure for student activities a 
degree of centralization and unity 
otherwise impossible. There could 
be no doubt that the Union's finan- 
cial standing must he in some way 
rendered more satisfactory than at 
present. In the absence of an endow- 
ment fund, a compulsory fee seemed 
to be the only feasible solution of 
the difficulty . 

As regards the whole $10 fee, the 

enforcement of which would involve 
an addition of $G to the present un- 
dergraduate sessional fee, the Mean 
was dubious as to its effect on the 
numbers of those registering in the 
various faculties from year to year 



CORRESPONDENCE 

The Editor, McCill Daily. 

Dear Sir: —I have notices in the re- 
cent numbers of your pnper repeated 
allusions to the question of the ad- 
option of a universal fee, which I 
suppose means that a fee will be 
taken from every undergraduate to 
cover all branch's of student activi- 
ty, including the Union. It seems to 
me that such a course should only 
be undertaken after the most careful 
consideration of all the issues involv- 
ed and all consequences likely to re- 
sult from such a course of action. 

Everyone will, I think, agree that 
the present and past status of the 
Union finances is not satisfactory, 
and it only remnini to devise the 
best means to effect a remedy. The 
Union was originally donated to the 
undergraduates with the idea that it 
should he, so to speak, a general 
clearing house for student opinion. 
To accomplish this it must be made 
necessary for every undergraduate to 
belong to the Union. As a large 



number of men in the past have not 
thought it worth their while to pay 
the voluntary subscription, the only 
remedy appears to be the adoption 
of a scheme of compulsory member- 
ship. It seems to be a pity that the 
undergraduates have not in the past 
seen properly the advantages of 
membership, and the idea of compul- 
sion is not altogether to one's liking, 
but it seems to be the only alterna- 
tive. By the adoption of this scheme 
not only would the idea which was 
originally in Sir William Macdon- 
ald's mind be realised, hut the Union 
would be put on a secure financial 
basis. The idea that the Union would 
not be large enough to accommodate 
all the members is probably some- 
what exaggerated, as all the mem- 
bers are not likely to be present at 
the same time. However, if it were 
found that, more accommodation were 
needed I think that the students 
could rely on a ready response from 
graduates and others for funds to be 
applied to the extension of the build- 
ing. 

I presume that the remainder of the 
fee would include the present $3 ath- 
letic fee, which appears to have been 
sufficient during the past ssason to 
me?t all needs, and another small 
fee to cover other student expenses. 
What the actual fee would amount to 
is a question for those in more in- 
tonate touch with financial matters 
than myself to estimate, but I tmn- 
ginc that something in the neighbor- 
hood of $!l to $10 would suffice to 
cover all necessary expenses. ThU 
does not appear to me to he in any 
way burdensome, having in view the 
advantages therefrom derived, and 
for these (and other reasons which 
would take too much of your space) 
I think that this scheme should re- 
ceive at any rate a trial at the 
hands of the student body.
